The modest little volume of 868l sections in
our revision of 1797 has expanded into
one of over seven thousand sections in
the proposed revision of 1917, The Jus-
tintin eode econtained only 4,600 enact-
ments. Our lnwmakers have ecertainly
been busy bees, but have they produced
